CHARGES OF SMUGGLING

Tried to Geot Countrymen Into U. 8,
Say Officials.

Three Chinese from the craw of the
Cantle Briuce, n steamer that docked at
Chester two days ago with A eargo of
fron ore from the Dutch Waat Indies,
will be arralgned befors United States
Commiesioner Edmonds In the Federnl
Bullding today.

Lining
the eighteen Chinesa up on the deck, Allen
pickad the man he thought most likely
to weaken under a cross-examination and
want Into the cabin with him ¥d Les,
a Chiness Interpreter, accompanied Lhe
inepector,

A few minutes Jater thers was a knock,
and some one told Allen that the eap-
taln wanted him, an the craw wanted
tn mettle. Allen, opening tha door, found
the crew crowded into the narrow com-
panionway. At thelr head was a big
Uhinaae, known aa the “No, 1 man."

The Inspector pulled his ravolver and
threw the ringleader Into the cabin. He
sinmmed the door and bound the man
hand and foot. When he opaned the door
agaln the ¢rew was  atlll  there, and
Allen forced the 17 men nhead of him
up to the deck. Then he Jumped to the
pier and escaped.
